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SENATE. CHIEFTAIN

White House Conference 
of Congressional Lead- 
ers Split Over Levies; 
New Parley Planned. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.— 
(AP) — Chairman Harrison, 
Democrat, Mississippi, of the 
senate finance committee was 
reported authoritatively tonight 
to have told President Roose- 
velt that the undistributed prof- 
its tax must be killed at this 
session of congress to remove a 
prime impediment to business 
recovery. 

Adopting an aggressive attitude 
at a general White House confer- 
ence on tax revision, Harrison pro- 
posed that a flat rate of 18 per 
cent be imposed on higher-bracket 
corporation incomes. 

At the outset, an authoritative 
source revealed, he told the Presi- 
dent that if the house, where all 
revenue bills must originate, did 
nothing, he would, nevertheless, 
see that something was done in 
the senate. 

Answer to Avoidance. 

In answer to Mr. Roosevelt's 
views on the undistributed profits 
tax asa preventive for tax avoid- 
ance, Harrison asserted that there 
was a complete answer in Section 
102 of the. present law. This sec- 


tion empowers the secretary of the I 


Treasury to impose a penalty tax 
upon the accumulationm.of unrea- 
sonable reserves by corporations. 
The rate is 25 per cent if the ac- 
cumulation is less than $100,000 
and 35 rer cent if more than that 
figure. The burden of proof is on 
the corporation to show that the 
funds were not accumulated for 
tax avoidance purposes. 

Harrison reminded the President 
that this section had been upheld 
by the supreme court. 

Differences of Opinion. 

The meeting, attended by Har- 
rison, Chairman Doughton, Demo- 
crat, North Carolina, of the house 
ways and means committee; 
Chairman Cooper, Democrat, Ten- 
nessee, of the latter’s subcommit- 
tee on taxes; Secretary Morgen- 
thau and Undersecretary John W. 
Hanes, of the Treasury, produced, 
Doughton said, much difference of 
opinion, 

No agreement was reached, he 
told reporters, but the obstacles 
did not seem insuperable, and 
further conferences would be held.

“We will have some kind of a 
tax bill, of course. What changes 
will be made, I am unable to say.” 

Clamor Brings Meeting. 

The meeting was the result of 
much clamor in and out of con- 
gress for a revision of the revenue 
schedules which would remove 
taxes which some consider to be 
retarding business recovery. An- 
other reason for the meeting was 
the fact that unless congressional 
action is taken, taxes yielding the 
government a large part of its 
revenues will expire by the end 
of the year.

10. AGCEPT PACT 
UF GREAT BRITAIN 


Hitler Takes Nazi Chiefs 
on Tour of Forts So 
They Can Assure Peo- 
ple of Their Strength. 


LONDON, May 15.—(4)—Soviet 
Russia was reported reliably to- 
night to have refused in a note to 
London to join the British-French 
front on Britain’s terms, but Brit- 
ish official quarters still were con- 
fident of winning Russia’s support 
eventually. 

Viscount Halifax, British for- 
eign secretary, plans to try to 
iron out the differences between 
London and Moscow in conversa- 
tions next week with French For- 
eign Minister Georges Bonnet and 
Viadimir P. Potemkin, Russia’s 
first assistant foreign commissar.

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Supreme Court Refuses 
To Review Conviction 
for Conspiracy in Secur- 
ities Sale in Atlanta. 


The longest criminal trial in the 
history of federal district court 
here apparently was ended yes- 


terday when the supreme court of 
the United States refused to re- 
view the conviction of a group of 
Chicago securities brokers on con- 
spiracy charges in connection with 
the sale of stock in Atlanta. 
Joseph Ricebaum, Joseph R. 
Mendelson, Leonard I. Sutterman, 
Joseph N. Sherman and Gould & 
Co. petitioned the high tribunal 
for a review of the fifth circuit 
court of appeals decision uphold- 
ing their convictions in district 
court hére, with A. Walton Nall 
and former Governor John M. Sla- 
ton, Atlanta lawyers, as attorneys. 


They had been charged with ar- |. 


tifically boosting prices of certain 
stocks, selling them to customers 
on a 50 per cent down payment 
plan, then allowjng the prices of 
the stock to drop and finally wip- 
ing out the customers’ equities. 

They challenged validity of their 
trials and asserted that, on 
grounds of numerous technical le- 
gal points, a verdict should have 
been returned in their favor by 
the district court. The circuit 
court rejected a contention that 
the Atlanta court did not have jur- 
isdiction. 

The overt act charged in the in- 
dictment was mailing of a letter 
in Atlanta. 

Kopald-Quinn Company, which 
was similarly charged and con- 
victed, was fined $55,000, but did 
not join with Gould & Co. and four 
individuals in carrying the appeal 
to the supreme court from the cir- 
cuit court at New Orleans. Gould 
& Co. was fined $5,000. 

Nall said last night that Rice- 
baum, whom he represented with 
Gould & Co., has a two-year sen- 
tence while Mendelson, Sutterman 
and Sherman are under five-year 
sentences. Former Governor Sla- 
ton represented the three and 
Konald-Quinn, he said. 

Trial of the cases started here 
April 19, 1937, and extended to 
Labor Day of that year. The cir- 
cuit court upheld the district court 
but reversed other convictions’ on 
violation of the _ securities act 
charges, Nall said. 

Originally, 24 individuals and 
five corporations were indicted 
but only four men and two com- 
panies were convicted.

Revision of Taxes 
Determination of several congressional} 
groups to achieve a revision in the federal tax 


schedule, at this session of congress, indicates 
a long-desired effort to lift at least a portion 
of the hampering restrictions from the should- 
ers of American business. 


Such taxes as the undistributed profits tax 
undoubtedly do more harm to the nation, in- 
cluding the financial arm of the government, 
than they can possibly do good. They ham- 
string the industry which would expand 
{ts activities if it could and thus restrict 
chances for employment as well as for adding 
to the national income. Any revenue they may 
bring into the federal treasury is comparatively 
inconsiderable. 

. There has been much talk and many prom- 
ises, during the past six months, of an im- 
provement in government attitude toward busi- 
ness. Secretary of Commerce Harry Hopkins 
has publicly promised “appeasement” and, at 
one time, it was understood the White House 
itself was in favor of easing the road of private 
enterprise. Certainly the treasury, headed by 
Secretary Morgenthau, is committed to such 
@ course. 

However, to date, the promises have been 
verbal, and no more. There has been nq defi- 
nite move, either in congress or among federal 
leadefs, to do anything practical. And later 
reports have pictured the White Housé group 
as weakening on such plans. 

When government awakens to the fact that 
the progress made by this country, almost since 
its birth, has been made by private enterprise 
and private business despite the handicaps 
imposed by government, instead of by govern- 
ment aid, this country will be starting on the 
right, and only, road to permanent recovery. 

No student of American history can fail to 
realize that the less government interferes with 
business the better off the nation, and all its 
people, become. The simple truth is that 99 
times out of a hundred, private enterprise has 
been well and efficiently conducted, has suc- 
ceeded and has led the country to success, 
whereas in the vast:-majority of cases the poli- 
ticlans who man federal jobs, who direct gov- 
ernment policies, have proven themselves to 
be mere politicians and fumbling incompetents 
in regard to business. 

Business is the foundation of the nation’s 
economic life and the sooner business is pro- 
vided with a clear track and told to go ahead 
according to its own judgment and best meth- 
ods, the better it will be for everyone. 


Protection for Fools 

The law against operation of slot machines, 
almost universally known as “one-arm bandits,” 
is neither more nor less than legal protection 
for self-confessed fools. For anyone who would 
play these contraptions thereby qualifies, un- 
questionably, for a place among the foolish. 

The machines are so geared that, at the 
best, they return not more than 25 cents for 
each dollar played and, in many cases, the re- 
turns are fixed far lower than this. It is not 
really a form of gambling. For there is no 
gamble where a genuine sure thing is involved. 
In the case of slot machines there is a sure 
thing, but it is always against the player. 

Recent seizure of a number of slot machines 
in Atlanta is to the credit of the police. They 
should never be allowed to gain a foothold here. 
For, despite the foolishness of playing them, 
there are always weak willed individuals in the 
community who must be protected against their 
own gullibility. ; 

The police have also made cases against a 
number of merchants who have permitted open 
gambling on pin ball games in their establish- 
ments. This, likewise, is against the law though 
the probability of winnings in this game are 
more reasonably even. 

However, neither the police nor anyone else 
can hope to prevent the born gambler from in- 
dulging his weakness, There is no happening, 
nor activity of man or nature, on which a bet 
may not be laid if desired. All the police can 
do is protect against robbery in the guise of 
gambling and, in so far as possible, prevent 
gambling in public where there is danger of en- 
ticing youth into a vicious habit at the sus- 


ceptible age.

An Obsolete Condition 
Now comes Dean J. Thomas Askew, of Arm- 
strong Junior College, at Savannah, to add his 
voicé to the growing chorus of condemnation 
against Georgia’s outmoded division into 159 
smaller governmental units, or counties. 
Dean Askew makes his views clear in an 
article in the April issue of the National Mu- 
nicipal Review. Citing the surrender of most 
county functions to the state government, he 
declares that the most important reasons for 
the very existence of separate counties have 
been removed. 


In this he has probably been guilty of ex- 
aggeration. There are still functions which 
only county governments or county authorities 
can fulfill, but that there is any need whatso- 
ever for the absurd multiplicity of counties is 
so illogical as to be evident to most cursory 
inspection. 

A reduction in the number of counties 
through consolidations would redound to the 
benefit of every citizen of the state, in the long 
run. It would mean fewer officials to be paid 
out of public funds, it would result in eliminat- 
ing much duplication of services and it would 
tend to better service, more efficiently per- 
formed. 

Linked with the evil of too many counties, 
as pointed out by Dean Askew, is the cumber- 
some and undemocratic county unit system of 
deciding. primaries in Georgia. This system 
simply results in practical disfranchisement of 
large numbers of voters and extends a form of 
special privilege, through excessive ballot power, 
It is unfair on its face and 
results in wrong emphasis upon “issues” and 
misleading “pledges” by candidates for state 
offices. 

Dean Askew attributes the failure of all ef- 
forts to reduce the number of counties, or to 
do away with the county-unit system of decid- 
ing primaries, to mistrust of the wealthier ur- 
ban counties by the poorer, rural counties; lack 
of confidence in the legislature and the 
strength of many county political rings. No 
man can honestly describe any one of these 
three conditions as other than evil and detri- 
mental to the good order of the state. That 
they should continue to exist, with such en- 
trenched power, is an innate condemnation of 
Georgians as jealous and suspicious of each 
other. 

The answer to the problem seems to reduce 
itself to greater friendship and trust between 
Georgians of all types and all walks of life. 
When the state, as a whole, learns to co-operate 
and to trust in the objectives of the whole, the 
needed reforms will come. 

And, it might be added, that co-operation 
and trust will not be achieved without a care- 
ful and thorough purging of purposes by each 
differing group. 


Those Vandals Again 


Queerly enough, there are some people, an 
unidentified and undistinguished few, who do 
not approve of beautiful things. This applies 
particularly to parks and gardens provided for 
‘their own enjoyment. This has been demon- 
strated time and again. The wreckage in the 
public park§ proves the point. 

These vandals—no other name seems more 
fitting—apparently wander through the parks 
at an hour when officers of the law have left 
for home or at a time when few citizens are 
likely to be at hand to protest their depreda- 
tions. Breaking globes, tossing benches into 
the lakes, uprooting plants, tramping down 
flower beds and wrecking shrubbery seem to 
be their specialties. 

In Piedmont park row upon row of electric 
light globes recently have been smashed. Seats 
have been rendered useless. Swings have been 
broken. Trash of various kinds has been wan- 
tonly thrown into the lakes. Only a few months 
ago, in beautiful Iris garden, in Ansley park, 
flowers were ruthlessly trampled upon, Limbs 
were torn from shrubbery. Tin cans, boards, 
paper boxes, all sorts of rubbish, were dumped 
into the flowering ponds. The same moronic 
disdain for all things beautiful has been too 
regularly indicated in other public places. 

These depredations must be brought to an 
end, whether committed by man, woman, ad- 
olescent or child. They are inexcusable. Edu- 
cation, in the case of the adult, parental in- 
fluence as regards the child, is badly needed, 
otherwise the law necessarily must be invoked. 
The city’s public places have suffered too long 
at the hands of these morons.

COURAGE AND CONSTANCY AS PEACE 
POLICIES 
(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

Prime Minister Chamberlain’s declaration that 
Great Britain would fight to help Poland defend 
her independence was a forthright and unquali- 
fied warning to aggressor nations. 

Yet it is an unfortunate fact that the prime 
minister’s habit of speaking boldly one day and 
turning to appeasement the next tends to raise 
questions about Britain’s intentions and to pro- 
long Europe’s uncertainty. 

Apparently Mr. Chamberlain has some reali- 
zation of this. In his address recently he cited 
the fear of Leon Blum, former Premier of France, 
that -‘the. chief danger of war is that the rest of 
Europe may become convinced that Britain and 
France are. insincere and can’t be relied upon to 
carry out their pledges of military aid. 

The prime minister was seemingly frank and 
forceful when he met this warning with the asser- 
tion that “no more deadly mistake could be made. 
It would be a frightful thing if Europe were to 
be plunged into war on account of a misunder- 
standing.” 

The British government was progressive in its 
pledges to Poland and Rumania. It has been some- 
what less than that in its negotiations with Rus- 
sia. But until Mr. Chamberlain can succeed in 
eliminating the danger of a German-Russian 
hookup and can convince the smaller nations that 
Moseow, however dubious its good faith, will not 
be in league against them, the prospect of lasting 
peace may lack reality. 

The prime minister would be well advised to 
note that every time Chancellor Hitler is con- 
fronted with determined opposition he relaxes his 
forward pressure.. Conversely, Hitler has made 
his most aggressive forays when Britain was most 
concerned with appeasement.

Good gosh! This weather’s awful!

Certainly, But— 

It does seem, somehow, that 
some members of our creditable, 
though short-handed, police force 
fail to exercise ,judgment in the 
way they enforce the laws and 
ordinances and regulations. 


Probably because I use that par- 
ticular thoroughfare, traveling to 
and from home, more than other 
streets, most of the illogic that 
comes to my notice is on Ponce de 
Leon avenue, particularly around 
the ball park section.

And immedi- 
ately he began waving his arm in 
irascible manner. and bellowed at 
me. “Go ahead! Go on! Don't 
block traffic! Keep moving!” 

Of course I know better than 
to argue with a cop. Even to smile 
in amusement.

In a recent broadcast Elliott 
said he had been ‘spanked by “a 
group of watchdogs of the pub- 
lic trust known to the most. of 
us as newspaper columnists” who 
pictured him “as one who has run 
the gauntlet of betrayal from a 
Judas Iscariot and serpent’s tooth 
to a modern boy bandit.” He 
added, however, that he liked col- 
umnists- and “might sometime 
soon join their ranks.” 


Now let us examine this radio 
comment as to accuracy. 


He said he had been spanked 
by “a group of watchdogs,” and 
so forth, which would mean that 
all such writers had taken him to 
task, whereas the fact is that only 
a minority discussed him at all. 
This, then, is a gross overstate- 
ment, 


Libellous He said he was called 

a Judas, a. serpent’s 
Remarks {oth and a modern 
boy bandit, and, waiving the met- 
aphor of the _ serpent’s_ tooth, 
which might not be libellous, I 
will just take a chance on doubt- 
ing that any newspaper writer did 
call him a Judas or a bandit, be- 
cause those would have been pol- 
sonously libellous remarks, and 
no writer with any knowledge of 
the business would dare employ 
them. If a headstrong writer had 
tried to apply such terms. to 
young Mr. Roosevelt he would 
have been checked by the copy 
desk or the editor, and not only 
for reasons of prudence but for 
decency as well. We don’t use 
that sort of material in the stand- 
ard American press, and the only 
papers which do use it are the 
columnists of the. Nazi-Fascist 
sheets, which operate on the the- 
ory that nobody will sue them 
because nobody ever won a con- 
test with a skunk. 


If Elliott Roosevelt means that 
some radical columnist of either 
extreme called him a Judas or a 
bandit, he should have said so in 
the interests of truth, and if he 
should become a newspaper col- 
umnist himself he is likely to find 
that there are rules and restric- 
tions that he never cven suspect- 
ed the existence of. 


It is permissible, of course, to 
make grotesque exaggerations in 
some circumstances, but this in it- 
self is an art which he obviously 
has not mastered. Such exag- 
gerations must be so wrought 
that they cannot be taken literal- 
ly, as his remarks undoubtedly 
were taken by many of those who 
heard him.

e¢ Law may use this style, 
but newspapers reporting their 
remarks must themselves assume 
legal respofhsibility for such mat- 
ter as they reproduce in_ type, 
and therefore eliminate stuff that 
would be actionable. For doing 
this they may be accused of sup- 
pression or censorship when they 
are just obeying the law. 

In the same address, Elliott, re- 
ferring to a well-known writer, 
said that on a certain public oc- 
casion the water glass at the writ- 
er’s place contained a _ colorless, 
transparent fluid which was not 
water at all. I don’t know what 
the glass contained, and perhaps 
he does have information to sup- 
port his plain but sly insinuation 
that it contained gin, but the in- 
tent here was to convey a sug- 
gestion that the writer was a 
drunkard, or drunk at the time 
in question, and, although that 
may be fair enough on the radio, 
it would be regarded as dirty pool 
in a newspaper and _ wouldn’t 
make print in any respectable 
shop. Suppose it was gin, not 
water? Why mention that in view 
of the fact that gin is a legal bev- 
erage except to cast reflection on 
the mentality and character of 
the victim? Elliott may think 
that such naive cunning avoids 
libel, and perhaps it does on the 
radio, but if he should become a 
columnist he will soon find him- 
self up to his eyes in libel if he 
attempts to use the style that is 
not only acceptable but rather 
successful in his radio work. 

The President said the radio 
was the only means of overtaking 
untruths and exaggerated half- 
truths published in the press, and 
I acknowledge a small debt to his 
son for timely evidence that the 
radio is the wanton sister.

that applied by England in the economic warfare with Salen 
He suffered but he stayed it out. He could do that because he 
grew enough to eat. He had the shock absorbers of his own milk - 
and eggs, chickens and pork and mutton and his vegetables. 

He is poor because of the boycott. the smallness of his farm, ' 
the lack of markets and because his commonwealth is an agrarian 
one. The Free-state has tried to bring in industries and had but. 
scant success, Their farmers are, for the most part, poor. But 
they broke the back of the English boycott. I thought, sitting be- 
fore their fires, of what Henry Grady had said almost 50 years 
ago. Now that Georgia Products Week is here I want to reprint’ 
a part of this particular speech by Grady. He said: 

. . « When every farmer in the south shall eat bread from his 
own fields and meat from his own pastures, and, disturbed by no

Justice Stone, writing a majori-/|t 
ty opinion, noted that “the district 
court has twice sustained the de- 
termination of the secretary that 
the rates prescribed by him, on/|t 
the basis of voluminous evidence, 
were reasonable; but because of 
this court’s decision that the sec- 
retary had failed to observe the 
statutory requirement of a full 
hearing, we have never reviewed 
that determination.” 

Ruling Reversed. 

Today’s decision reversed a rul- 
ing by the federal district court 
for western Missouri that the 
money, representing the difference 
between rates charged farmers by'| 
the commissiénmen and the rates 
prescribed by Wallace, be returned 
immediately to the brokers. 

Wallace promulgated the origi- 
nal rate order in 1933 under a 1921 
law permitting him to fix maxi- 
mum charges that commission- 
men may make. The commission- 
men immediately won a restraining 
order, with the provision that the 
rate differential be impounded. 
These funds accumulated until 
1937. The district court then up- 
held the order. ‘ 

A year ago, the supreme court 
held, however, that Wallace had 
not given the commissionmen a 
fair hearing. The secretary sub- 
sequently reopened the original 
proceedings so as to follow the 
procedure prescribed and is ex- 
pected to announce a_ decision 
soon. But since the original order 
had been invalidated, the commis- 
sionmen contended they were en- 
titled to the $586,000. 

To Determine Rate. 

Stone said Walace “is now free 
to determine a reasonable rate for 
the period antedating any order he 
may now make.” 

The court believes, he wrote, 
that “justice requires the court 
to await the outcome of the pro- 
ceedings in order that it may dis- 
charge the duty which it owes to 
the litigants and the public by 
avoiding unlawful disposition of 
the fund in the meantime, and ul- 
timately distributing it to those 
found entitled to it.” 

Justices Butler, McReynolds and 
Roberts dissented. Justice Reed 
did not participate in the decision.

Hitler, who arrived at Aachen 
Sunday, was joined on his inspec- 
tion tour of the western fortifi- 
cations by Colonel General Wal- 
ther von Brauchitsch, chief of 
staff, the 20 leaders of various 
departments of the Nazi govern- 
ment and the 40 district leaders 
of the regions into which Ger- 
many is divided for purposes of 
party administration. 


Presence of leaders not only 
from every district of greater 
Germany, including Austria and 
the Sudetenland, but also from 
Danzig, indicated the real purpose 
of the tour. 

Every leader will return to his 
own region to assure any doubting 
Thomas that he has seen with his 
own eyes that no power on earth 
can invade Germany from the 
west, 

Walter Steding, well-known 
German writer on military sub- 
jects, said in the current issue of 
Deutsche Wehr-Beitraege concern- 
ing the western fortifications that 
“thére isn’t a city in Germany that 
isn’t protected by our western wall 
of steel and concrete.” 

At Turin, Premier Mussolini in- 
augurated a new military airport 
at Caselle, within a short striking 
distance of France, and returned 
to Turin tonight to review a pa- 
rade of black-shirted Fascist mi- 
litiamen.

the cownty commission today. 

“My problem,” said Dr. Huck 
last night, “is to operate a relief 
agency with virtually no funds. 
These certainly are not relief 
cases. The county will have to 
take them off my hands. They 
sent them to my office and it was 
too late for me to protest today. 
The only humane thing I could do 
was to find them some place to 
stay last night. The state hospi- 
tal assures me they are fit to be 
returned to their normal environ- 
ment. They impressed me very 
favorably. But the county com- 
mission will have to decide what 
to do with them.” 

Three Others Returned. 

The return of two patients yes- 
terday brought Fulton county’s to- 
tal to five of its residents sent 
home from the state hospital in 
the last two weeks. The others 
were returned to their families 
and were accepted. Yesterday 
marked the first clash between the 
county and the state over the 
problem threatened when the state 
found itself financially unable to 
care for 7,000 inmates at the hos- 
pital on a budget reduced to .55 
per cent of the normal allotment 
for the hospital’s normal capacity 
of 5,000 inmates. 

The county commission was in 
regular session at the courthouse 
when Clerk Frank Fling an- 
nounced: 

“There are two Fulton county 
residents outside waiting to see the 
commission. They have been sent 
home from Milledgeville.” 

Send Them to Governor. 

The commission as one man 
leaped silently toward the ceiling. 

“Don’t let ’em in!” was the 
unanimous command. 

“What shall I do with them?” 

“Send them to the Governor!” 

Clerk Fling, as he had done last 
week, sent them to see Dr. Huck, 
at the county welfare office. — 

Last night Dr. Huck explained: 

“I was able to take care of those 
three very handily last week. Their 
families \accepted them. These 
two, however, present a different 
problem that is beyond my inade- 
quate means of solution. After 
all, they are not relief cases.’ 

From his home last night, 
Chairman Almand said: 

“The county is not financially 
able or equipped to take care of 
persons who are the responsibility 
of the state. The state ought to 
look after its charges or put the 
counties into a financial condition 
where they will be able to look 
after these people. The county is 
as bad off financially as the state. 
I’ll see the legal staff about this.” 

No More Transportation. 

Furthermore, it was brought to 
the attention of the commission 
by Commissioner Charles R. Ad- 
ams that last Saturday the Fulton 
police department had provided 
transportation to carry three re- 
stored patients to their homes. 
The commission immediately 
voted that this service was not to 
be extended by the county. 

The two patients yesterday 
were brought from Milledgeville 
in the care of a woman psychiatric 
worker from the state hospital. 

“T have not heard from her to- 
night,” said Dr. Oden last night, 
“but I am quite sure she will not 
bring them back here with her.

After that period, no Jewish im- 
migration would be allowed with- 
out acquiescence of the Arabs.

AUDED BY RECORD 


Achievements of Unfortu- 
nate Tots Are Listed by 
City Minister. 


Achievements of some of the 250 

youngsters cared for by the Child 
Welfare Association were outlined 
last night by Dr. Robert W. Burns, 
pastor of Peachtree Christian 
church, at the community vespers 
sponsored by the Atlanta Evangeli- 
cal Ministers’ Association and the 
Community Chest.

Workers Ordered Back 
Under the Protection 
of Guardsmen; Lewis |? 
Moves To Halt Return.) 


By The Associated Press. 
The nation’s largest labor union, 


John L. Lewis’ United Mine Work- 

ers of America, moved yesterday 
og prevent reopenfhg of southern 
bituminous mines whose owners 
shied at the union shop clause in 
a new contract which permitted 
peaceful resumption of operations 
elsewhere. 

Under the protecting rifles of 
Kentucky national guardsmen, 
Harlan county mine owners sum- 
moned diggers back to their labors 
while the UMUA deployed several 
thousand pickets to block their 
return. 

A spokesman for the operators 
said that a majority of the coun- 
ty’s 16,000 miners were “ready 
and willing” to return to work. 

Developments Watched. 

Developments in Harlan were 
watched closely by coal operators 
in other sections of eastern Ken- 
tucky, southern and western Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, Alabama, and 
Virginia who balked at signing a 
union shop contract with their col- 
— in New York last week 
en 

They are members of the Haz- 
ard (Ky.), Southern Appalachian 
(Tenn.), and the Virginia Coal 
Operators associations. 

In the next few days they were 
expected to reach, in meetings of 
their associations, a decision as to 
which of three courses they would 
follow... They described these 
courses as follows: 

Courses Open. 

1, Join the rest of the industry 
in signing with the union and re- 
sume operations as part of the un- 
ion shop domain of the UMWA; 

2. Operate on an open shop ba- 
sis, as they did for six years prior 
to the advent of NRA in 1933; 

3. Continue the shutdown that 
started April 1 when the old 2- 
year contract expired. 

For both the coal operators and 
the 70,000 men who draw their 
livelihood from work in these 
mines the decision is of tremen- 
dous importance. 

May Aid Production. 

For coal mines that are operat- 
ing now the weeks immediately 
ahead may prove the best in years 
with the prospect that they will 
step up production to near-capac- 
ity to replenish the bins of indus- 
trial consumers, _ 

Throughout the protracted fight 
in the conference room the south- 
ern operators contended that they 
had thousands of men who would 
not join a union but had worked 
alongside members of the UMW. 

No accurate estimate of the 
non-union men in southern mines 
was offered—some said it was 
virtually impossible to appraise 
and union officials have said the 
number was small. 

Union Resources Grow. 

Through the years the union’s 
resources have grown and the 
agreement signed Saturday gave 
assurance of additional revenue. 

The 70,000 southern miners who 
remained idle as their fellow 
workers in the north went back to 
work faced an uncertain imme- 
diate future. 

They shared with others in the 
loss of six weeks’ pay, estimated 
at more than $50,000,000. 

Face Privation. 

Union officials have said many 
already face privation and only 
Pennsylvania and Maryland ruled 
favorably on pleas that they be 
given relief under unemployment 
compensation acts.

Any time is tea time. A cup of 
hot, fragrant tea is.cheering when 
the day is cool, and a glass of iced 
tea is absolutely indispesable on a 
hot day. Though there is consid- 
erable discussion pro and con on 
the subject of whether cold or 
hot drinks cool one off more, there 
is no question whatever as to the 
refreshing look and taste of iced 
tea a sweltering day. 

Even though tea indifferently 
or even badly made will get by, 
let’s make really good tea. Good 
tea must be made by certain hard 
and fast rules. The water must 
be fresh, and the water must be 
rapidly boiling when poured over 
tea leaves. After brewing for five 
minutes in a closely covered pot, 
the tea should be strained from the 
leaves. 

Iced tea of much better flavor 
is obtained if the steaming-hot, 
breshly-brewed tea is poured right 
over the crushed ice in the glass. 
Powdered sugar is better for iced 
tea since it dissolves more quickly 
and thoroughly. If tea, to be used 
iced, stands too long on the leaves, 
it will have a cloudy look. 


Iced tea may be varied by put- 
ting a little grated orange rind in 
the pot before the tea ig made, or 
a few cloves may be used for fla- 
vor. Mint leaves, lemon or a 
combination of lemon and cloves 
may be served with iced tea. The 
grated orange rind and cloves 
also are used to flavor the tea 
if it is to be served hot. Often 
whole cloves are stuck casually in 
the lemon slice served with hot or 
iced tea. 

Salads and sandwiches are nat- 
ural accompaniments of tea. And 
for an informal luncheon a sal- 
ad and an assortment of cheeses

with tea, is quite right. Try an 
avacado and tomato salad for a 
change.

Have daily: One liberal serv- 
ing or two smaller portions of lean 
meat, two cups of vegetables, one 
egg, two glasses of skim milk or 
buttermilk or a serving of cot- 
tage cheese instead of one of the 
glasses of milk; two fresh fruits, 
three slices of whole grain bread 
and three pats of butter each one- 
fourth inch thick. 

That little list constitutes around 
1,100 calories, and on it you can

Since the fats and grains are 
necessarily cut down to the mini- 
mum to make you lose, vitamin 
concentrates should be used. If 
the milk or cheese are omitted, 
you might also use a mineral con- 
centrate. 

Daily menus of this kind have 
already been planned for you in 
the “Twenty-one Day Diet,” which 
is intended to make you lose 10 
pounds.

Another thing we decided on 
the way out here to tell them, is 
it is often far better in rubber 
bridge or tournament play, not to 
bid on to game even when you are 
certain game can be made. 

ATLANTANS TAKE HEED. 

Twice_in tournaments this win- 
ter down in Miami we chalked up 
two clean top boards by doing just 
that... refusing to bid on to game 
with game in hand. Tournament 
players back in Atlanta take heed. 

Assume your partnership is 
bidding hearts. Opponents per- 
sistently overcall in spades, Part- 


ner bids three hearts. Opponent) ' 


next in turn, now passes. 
PASS THREE HEARTS. 

You are certain four hearts can 
be made. The temptation is to 
go on to game in hearts, but, the 
wiser bid may be to pass, except 
when you are willing to let the op- 
position play four spades with the 
idea of doubling their contract for 
penalties. Otherwise you must bid 
five hearts to gain the cofitract 
only to be defeated one trick for 
a mirius score. 

A BAD UNDERBID? 

Under the conditions, which fre- 
quently develop in both rubber 
bridge and tournament play, it 
would have been wiser to pass the 
three heart bid and be content 
with a part score, for the simple 
reason opponents invariably will 
let the three heart bid stand, as- 
suming your side has underbid 
the holding and has lost the op- 
portunity to play for game. 

In the circumstance where op- 
ponents continue on to game in 
spades, there is still time to bid 
five hearts as a cheap sacrifice, 
but in tournament play, it is the 
plus that counts. 

TWO DIAMONDS BID. 

In tournament bridge, situations 
of this kind are repeatedly en- 
countered with both sides scram- 
bling about with part score bids, 


as: 
NORTH EAST SOUTH WEST 
1 D’m’d Pass 1 Heart 1 Spade 
2 D’m’ds Pass (7) 

It is often wiser for South to 
pass North’s two diamond bid than 
to continue on in hearts, holding 
a rebiddable heart suit. 


will let the bid die at two dia- 
monds as a poor score, whereas 
a rebid of two hearts is more than 
likely to draw a bid of two spades 


from opponents. In turn this may 
extract a three-heart raise from 
partner, resulting in defeat, when 
two diamonds is a plus score and 
possibly a top board.

2,000 Horse Power ‘Du- 
_ plex Cyclone’ Makes An- 
other Step in U.S. Race 
for Air Supremacy. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—(>)— 
A step forward for the United 
States in the world race for air 
supremacy was disclosed today 
when the army announced the de- 
velopment of “the world’s largest 
and most powerful air-cooled air- 
craft engine.” 3 


It is a 2,000 horsepower “duplex 
Cyclone”—500 horsepower more 
powerful than the “Cyclone 14,” 
which has the highest power rat- 
ing ever accorded an American- 
built air-cooled radial engine by 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority. 

Its strength is indicated by an 
announcement from Louis John- 
son, assistant secretary of war, 
that only two of them were re- 
quired to fly the long-range con- 
solidated flying boat which carries 
52 passengers and a crew of five. 
It made its first flight last. week. 

The army already has tried out 
the engine with success on long- 
trem bombers, and it may soon 

ecome standard for some catego- 
ries of military planes. 

. Johnson said the engine had 
been developed by the Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation, Pater- 
son, N. J., with the assistance of 
the army air corps. Information 
in army circles is that a consid- 
erable amount of work was done 
by the experimental experts of 
the army air corps at Wright 
Field, Dayton, Ohio.

A short while later he was 
made president.
